For the eight months of the fiscal 
year ending in February, these 
same figures respectively are $510,- 
000,0(10 for imports nnd $345,000,- 
000 for exports. During the same 
eight months of the yenr before 
the figures were $330,000,000 for 
imports and $320,000,000 for ex- 
ports. The exports of crude ma- 
terials arc relatively smaller and 
the imports of raw products ma- 
terials that are turned into nrticles 
of higher grade in the factories of 
the United States hnve increased 
very greatly.

Road bond elections may be held 
at the regular election, said the 
Court of Appeals last week, revers- 
ing the Campbell Circuit Court in 
the case of Frank Houston against 
County Judge .1. E. Roltz and the 
Fiscal Court, seeking a mandatory 
injunction to require the Fiscal 
Court to issue $10(1,000 in road 
bonds and 1190,00*] in bond- for 
the purpose of turnpikes. Neither 
received twi -thirds of the votes 
cast. The court held that the road 
bonds required only a majority and 
Mm Fiscal Court has no discretion 
to refuse to isue bonds, but must do 
so when the people have voted them. 
The bonds to purchn-e turnpikes, 
however, retpiire two-thirds of nil 
the votes necessary to carry, and 
this issue, therefore, was defeated. 
The latter would also carry a twen- 
ty-five-cent levy, which is inconsis- 
tent with the fc>etioii of the Consti- 
tution authorizing road bond i-snes. 
This limits the levy to twenty cents, 
iSd the court said no further levy 
can be made until the purpose of 
the levy, the retirement of the 
bonds, has been acoomplished.
